Senator King, Democrat, Utah, de- 


nies that he accepted a contribution 
from one H. A. Metz, Xew York dye 
importer, in either the 1922 or 1928 
elections. Testimony before the senate 
lobby committee was to the effect that 
iletz had contributed S1000 to King's 
campaign funds in 1922 and had sent 
him a check for the same amount in 
1928. 


Senator King did not deiry that he 


had received the check referred to, but 
exhibited a portion of it as evidence 
that he had destroyed it and not cashed 
it. His former secretary .testified -that 
the contribution of S1000 in 1922 had 
been received by-the senator's bVether 
and campaign manager, and that the 
senator had been advised that Aletz had 
contributed to the fund".- - 


In the absence of further proof it is 


one man's word against another, but 
admitted receipt in 192S of a check for 
$1000 lends color to the allegation of a 
prior contribution. Whatever the facts, 
it must be admitted that a rather close 
relationship is revealed between the 
senator and the dye interests. It is not 
unlike the relationship between Senator 
Bingham of Connecticut and the textile 
industries, from all of which the con- 
clusion is inescapable that many of the 
protected interests, as well as others 
seeking special favors from congress, 
succeed in getting verv close to their 
objects of conquest, and that in the 
whole field of legislation there is a very 
intimate and influential contact be- 
tween those who seek or oppose legis- 
lation and those who enact :t.

DEPENDS ON ROADS, 


ROAD SCHOOL TOLD 


C. M. Babcock, Minnesota 


Commissioner, 
Highway Men 


Talks to 


On the adequacy 


of 4ts road system depends tfce wel- 
fare of any state and the responsibil- 
ity of road building and maintenance 
should fie ruEy with the state. C. iL 
Babcock, •Minnesota, commissioner of 
highways, told delegates to Wiscon- 
sin's nineteenth aaatial Road school 
here today. 


Commissioner Babcock, ti*e princi- 
pal speaker at the opening day's 
program, said the character of traf- 
Sc today makes aU roads a. part of 
one general system. By virtue of 
this, tbe state and not the counties 
should be responsible for tfce devel- 
opment of the system. 


"While county and township oStt- 


cials should properly retain control 
aad bear responsibility for the local 
roads, "Mr. Babcoek said. "The state 
should not only have lull control 
over the primary roads and assume 
the burden of financing them, but 
it should also see that all the dif- 
ferent classes of roads are correlat- 
ed and improved" so that they will 
fit in and be part of the general sys- 
tem." 
The commissioner told the dele- 


gates that some adequate szate wide 


• plan is absolutely necessary if Wis- 


consin is to build a highway sys- 
tem which will adequately serve the 
people and carry the traffic. 


Both Minnesota and "Wisconsin, de- 


spite the highway progress 
they 


have made, are far from meeting 
the public requirements in 
their 


road buildings, he said. 


'•I have always felt," Commission- 


er Babcock said, "that the state 
should be ready to assume the full 
responsibility for any indebtedness 
which may be necessary for the con- 
struction o* primary highways; and 
it should not expect or require any 
counties to carry this responsibility." 


The speaker warned against the 


issuance of bonds for highway de- 
velopments before a. careful survey 
of proposed improvements is made-- 
He also said no bonds should be is- 
sued unless there is provision for 
retirement cf the bonds before the 
highways or other 
improvements 


have outlived their usefulness. 


The delegates were told that high- 


ways and other means of communica- 
tion are as necessary to the stabil- 
ity of government as are schools.

preferred stocks which advance with 
bonds and decline frith them. 


If money rates are low and com- 


modity prices are declining invest- 
ment bonds rise and high grade pre- 
ferred stocks rise also. Contrary- 
wise if money is high and commodity 
prices are advancing? bonds sell off 
and take high grade preferred stocks 


alonr. The result is that a prefer- 
red stock of unquestioned rating, 
such as U. 8. Steel, sells on a yield 
basis comparable to that of the best 
bonds. Such preferred stocks stand 
up in a market collapse like that 
of last autumn just as wen as high 
grade bonds. Both classes of securi- 
ties give ground somewhat under 
such circumstances because harras- 
sed speculators must secur* funds 
and the easiest way is to sacrifice 
government boa is and gilt edged 
preferred stocks but they 
recover 


after th« panic more rapidly 
any other class. 


For these reasons the best of 


preferred stocks are attractive in- 
vestments now. The post-panic re- 
covery is well under way but con- 
fidence has not been restored and 
new funds are sacking only the most 
conservative obligations. 
Fully as 


important is the declining trend of 
commodity prices. Dividends on pre-

ferred stocks like coupons on invest- 
ment bonds are more valuable when 
they will buy more goods and that 
is the condition that obtains 'to- 
day.
